RESOLUTION 

New Delhi , the 9th July 11)69 

No. 1/3/68-Ad.C. —The Advisory Council on Trade was set up In the lata 
Ministry of Commerce Resolution No. ,3(1)/67/BOT/P&P dated the 13th January, 
1968 for a period of two veuibeginning from the 1st January 1968. In super¬ 
session of the above Resolution, the Government of India have now decided that 
the Council shall function for the remaining period of its tenure under the termi 
and conditions mentioned below:— 

2. The functions of the Council shall be:— 

(i) To review the performance of the country’s economy In its commercial 

aspects, 

(ii) To consider:— 

(a) the problems relating to the expansion of exports; 

(b) the problems relating to the Regulation of Imporis. 

(c) the operation of Import and Export Trade Controls; 

(d) the working of commercial services, with particular reference to 

export marketing and export assistance. 

(e) the organisnlion and expansion of the export sector of the economy 
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3- The Council will Include the representatives of some 01 me principal com¬ 
mercial organisations in the country and will be composed of as in the schedule 
to this Resolution. The meetings of the Council will be presided over by the 
Minister of Foreign Trade and Supply and in his absence by the Deputy Minister 
of Foreign Trade and Supply. The members will hold office for the present tenure 
of the Council ending on the 31st December, 1969 and thereafter the Council 
will be reconstituted- 

4. The Council shall have powers to co-opt members, not exceeding five. The 
Chairman may also invite (specially) to the meetings such other persons as may 
be considered necessary from time to time. 

5. The Headquarters of the Council will be in New Delhi, but it may meet at 
any place in India. 

0. The Council jyill have the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports as Its 
Member-Secretary, He will he assisted in the discharge of his duties by the 
Director/Deputy Secretary in charge of the Policy and Planning Section of the 
Department of Foreign Trade, Ministry of Foreign Trade and Supply. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of the Resolution be communicated to the Chairman, 
Deputy Chairman, Members of the Advisory Council on Trade, the Private and 
Military Secretaries to the President, the Prime Minister’s Secretariat, the Planning 
Commission, all Ministries of the Government of India and all the State Govern 
ments In India. 

Ordered also that the Resolution he published In the Gazette of India for 
general Information.
